DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 

with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 

required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: a) The title of the invention and 
claimed domestic priority provisional application of "Self-Etching Adhesive" is 
not the same as the submitted specification, b) Duty of Disclosure Statement for 
CIP is missing. 

Priority 

2. An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must 
contain a specific reference to the prior application(s) in the first sentence of the 
specification or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) and (a)(5)). The specific 
reference to any prior nonprovisional application must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) between the applications except when 
the reference is to a prior application of a CPA assigned the same application number. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because 
they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 14-18 
and 50. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
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amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed 
of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Spehar et 
al. (4,753,536). Spehar et al. disclose a tip 14 for dispensing, mixing and application of a 
material having first and second components to be mixed prior to application comprising 
a housing, first and second chambers 40 disposed within the housing and in 
communication, the chambers providing a means to attach the tip to a preloaded cartridge 
with a mixing reservoir, a dispensing barrel 42 having a hollow interior in fluid 
communication with the reservoir and having an output orifice 39, a static mixing device 
37 disposed within the barrel. However, Spehar et al. do not disclose the static mixing 
device comprising a twisted wire component. It would have been an obvious matter of 
choice to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
tip of Spehar et al. with the static mixing device of a twisted wire component, because the 
specification does not disclose that the twisted wire .component provides an advantage, is 
used for a particular purpose, or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art; 
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furthermore, would have expected the claimed invention to perform equally well with 
either the static mixing device taught by Spehar et al. or as claimed because both static 
mixing devices perform the same function of mixing first and second components as they 
pass through the dispensing barrel prior to application. Therefore, it would have been an 
obvious matter of choice to modify Spehar et al. to obtain the invention as specified in 
claim 1. 

6. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Spehar et al. in view of Fischer (4,997,371). The modified tip of Spehar et al. show the 
limitations as described above; however, they do not show the device provided with a 
brush at least partially protruding from the barrel. Fischer teaches a tip having a device 
provided with a brush at least partially protruding from the barrel. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to further modify the tip to include the 
brush as in Fischer to be able to apply the material to the source with sufficient amount of 
material and more accurate control as taught by Fischer. As to claim 3, Fischer teaches 
the barrel can be bent at an angle. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cannon et al. (3,767,085), Usami et al. (4,81 1,549), and Fischer 
(6,234,795) are cited to show the state of the art with respect to a tip.
